Accessible design 101 and 102 


The new BSA Access Committee is hosting two 
morning seminars this month and next on the basics 
of the Massachusetts Architectural Access Board rules 
and regulations (a May 14 session) and a review of 
Access Board decisions on access cases and how the 
Board administers its decision-making process (this is 
a June 9 session). 


On May 14 at the BSA, 8:30 am-noon, Massachusetts 
Architectural Access Board executive director Thomas 
Hopkins describes in detail how and when architects 
and other designers must use 521 CMR (the Access 
Board rules and regulations) in new construction and 
alterations. The difference in “triggers” for housing 
and other building types, how the variance process 
works, the role of building inspectors in the review 
and enforcement process, and how to address proper- 
ties that have outdated assessed values are among the 
issues Hopkins will cover in this seminar. 


Next month on June 9, 2:30-4:00 pm, a follow-up 
session brings Hopkins back to the BSA to review 
specific cases that have been decided by the Access 
Board. Discussion will include examples of assembly 
areas and exterior site issues of significance to archi- 
tects and landscape architects. The intent is to pro- 
vide design professionals with a clear sense of how the 
Access Board addresses specific issues, how it consid- 
ers cases in general, and how we can provide the best 
advice possible to our clients.

“Lost Gardens of New England” — an exhibit of 
town, country, and suburban garden images dating 
from 1790 to 1930 — is in The Architects Building 
lobby through May 28. 


Featuring images of New England gardens from the 
library and archives of the Society for the 
Preservation of New England Antiquities, the exhibit 
is rich in documentary evidence of how our region 
once looked. The exhibit includes watercolors, his- 
toric photographs, prints, stereoview cards, garden 
supply catalogues and even a mid 19th-century nurs- 
eryman bill with a list of plant materials. 


The exhibit is divided into thematic groupings— 
urban gardens, family gardens, professionally 
designed land-

outdoor spaces 
range from a 
country gentle- 
man’s estate to

and then to a romantic garden of the early 20th cen- 
tury.

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Greenway’s future 
is just the beginning 


Jon Koons, a member of the BSA Board of Directors, 
writes a twice-weekly column for The Boston Herald 
and, with permission from the Herald, we reprint Keane’ 
March 19, 2004 column here. 


The problem with the Rose Kennedy Greenway is 
that we named it. 


That's not intended as a slur on the late Rose 
Kennedy. But it is intended as shorthand for a con- 
ceptual problem, one that, so far, has prevented the 
city and the state from figuring out what to do once 
the old elevated expressway finally comes down. 


It’s a conceptual problem that Ken Greenberg, 
Toronto-based urban designer par excellence, was 
hired to solve. 


Some history: The Fitzgerald Expressway — once 
fancifully billed “the highway in the sky,” more lately 
dubbed by Mayor Tom Menino as “Boston's other 
green monster” — was built in the 1950s by cutting 
a swath through downtown Boston. By the time it 
opened in 1959, the state highway department had 
torn down 1,000 buildings and displaced 20,000 
people. Even before it was finished, people knew it 
was a bad idea: ugly, disruptive and incapable of han- 
dling the traffic that flowed on it. 


All of which, as we well know, begat the Big Dig. It 
also begat a mantra: 27 acres, 27 acres, 27 acres. 


That, roughly, was the amount of land taken by the 
Central Artery and it became the preoccupation of 
planners and visionaries. What, they wondered, 
should we do with that “new” land once the Big Dig 
was finished? 


Their preoccupation with the 27 acres was a mistake, 
and it related to a second error: the “greenway” idea. 
During the approval process, the state had bowed to 
demands that 75 percent of the new land be kept as 
open space. This in turn led to the notion of a thin, 
200-foot wide ribbon of parkland, running north to 
south and stretching for about 1.5 miles. From there 
the discussion devolved to an argument over what lit- 
tle goodies (parks, greenhouses and so on) should be 
placed along the way. 


So it went for a dozen years. Yet after all that time, 
the plans that emerged were uninteresting and 
cliched. Those few, endlessly debated acres meshed 
uncomfortably, if at all, with the rest of Boston. And 
the greenway itself looked set to become a barrier 
that would divide the city as surely as did the elevated 


highway. 
Into this stepped a frustrated Menino who, in 


December, brought in Greenberg to rethink every- 
thing. Greenberg, Menino and the Boston 


Redevelopment Authority are now shopping around 
the first draft of that work. Billed as the “Crossroads 
Initiative,” it amounts to a long overdue, “out of the 
box” (in Menino’s words) challenge to conventional 
wisdom. 


First, Greenberg argues, forget about the 27 acres. 
The planning exercise we face is really about four 
square miles — roughly the size of downtown 
Boston. Second, he says, we need to reorient our- 
selves away from the north-south direction of the old 
artery and instead look at things as they relate to each 
other from east to west, connecting (or reconnecting) 
sections of the city sundered by the expressway. 


Greenberg identifies six major roadways that cross the 
old artery. He suggests concentrating development 
activity on those, rather than on the greenway, mak- 
ing them into links that tie together parts of the city. 


Thus, for example, he proposes having the old 
Northern Avenue Bridge connect the Financial 
District to the Seaport District or using Summer 
Street to connect Downtown Crossing to the Fort 
Point Channel. 


It’s a simple, even obvious idea: The rest of Boston 
matters more than the little strip of the greenway. 
And it’s the needs of the rest of Boston that should 
drive whatever happens on those 27 acres, not the 
other way around. 


Indeed, if Greenberg is to be faulted here, it is for not 
going far enough. He still pays some homage to the 
greenway idea — speaking, for example, of keeping it 
as a walking path or using it as a naming convention 
for nearby buildings (for example, “53 The 
Greenway”). The flaw in doing so can be seen in 
Greenberg's aerial depictions of his plans, where one 
can still see the outlines of the old central artery. 


That's been true of every aerial view ever prepared, by 
the way, and it’s a mistake. Many have written mov- 
ingly of how the elevated highway was akin to a 
wound or a gash in the city. True enough. But why 
do we make a fetish of the scar that’s left behind? By 
my measure, we will have succeeded when someone 
flying overhead looks down and can't tell a highway 
was ever there. 


Nevertheless, Menino and Greenberg are clearly on 
the right course here. Greenberg's late arrival to the 
planning process has caused much chagrin among 
those who thought it nearly done. His new plans are 
sure to upset them even more. Too bad. In 
Greenberg's words, this is an “unparalleled opportuni- 
ty in the history of cities.” If it takes a few more years 
to get it right, so be it.

Architects aid Greenspan 


For nearly eight years, the national office of the AIA 
has been collecting data on design-firm billings and 
inquiries as part of the AIA’s economic and market- 
research activities. 


The AIA, led by national staff members Diego Saltes 
and Kermit Baker, has been using these data to pre- 
dict construction activity in the U.S. In its March 24 
issue, The Wall Street Journal reported that the AIA 
effort is the only predictive indicator in the market- 
place today that can provide a four to eight-month 
glimpse into the future of non-residential construc- 
tion activity. The Journal also reported that the AIA 
data indicated that the downturn in construction hit 
bottom last month and is now on the rise.

State aids employee ownership 
efforts in design firms 


The Massachusetts Office for Employee Involvement 
and Ownership (MASSEIO) was created to promote 
broad-based employee ownership of private-sector 
enterprises. Funded by the Massachusetts legislature, 
MASSEIO offers technical assistance and financial 
support to Massachusetts firms considering employee 
ownership as an employee benefit or as a succession 
strategy for departing founders or owners. 


The primary, though not exclusive, vehicle for estab- 
lishing employee ownership used by MASSEIO is 
employee stock ownership plans, commonly known 
as ESOPs. Research by MASSEIO suggests that there 
are over 90 ESOP firms collectively employing over 
26,000 people through out Massachusetts in a variety 
of sectors including architecture and engineering. 


If your firm is employee-owned through an ESOP or 
other vehicle, MASSEIO would like to know and

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Do you want state work? 


It appears that some firms in the Massachusetts archi- 
tectural community are not aware that a study for a 
project can be extended to the design of that project. 
Evidently there are design firms under the impression 
that the old rules, under which a designer doing the 
study was not eligible to participate in the design, are 
still in effect. 


As I suspect most ChapterLetter readers know, the new 
law — which the BSA and AIA Massachusetts played a 
large role in establishing — allows the applicant who 
successfully completes the study to “continue” into the 
design. I suspect the confusion is leading some quali- 
fied firms to forego applying for a study in order to 
wait for the design advertisement, perhaps not realizing 
that there will be no subsequent advertisement if the 
study is done well and the study designer carries on 
into the design phase. 


Close readers of advertisements of state work will 
notice that the statement describing the continuation 
process is included in our advertisements...but perhaps 
some firms never read that far once they see the word 
“study”. 


The Commonwealth is interested in having all quali- 
fied design firms, small and large, applying for state 
work. 


If you are considering applying for state work, please 
keep these critical details in mind: 


All applications must be accompanied by signed 
consultant acknowledgements that they are aware 
of and agree to being nominated by the prime 
applicant...one of the 15 applications must bear an 
original signature. 


& All applications must include SOMWBA certifica- 
tion of the current SOMWBA eligibility of the 
MBE and WBE firms listed in the application. 


& There are other necessary items spelled out in each 
advertisement and in the Public Notice but the 
two items noted above are those most regularly 
missed — the failure to supply these documents 
can result in rejection of an application. 


& Please staple your applications in the top right- 
hand corner and do not install your applications 
in binders.

Taking the long view 


In March of this year, the BSA Board of Directors 
voted to adopt a new long-range plan for the BSA. 
The 1996 Plan 

The last BSA long-range plan was written in 1996 
and was used extensively by the Board and staff to 
guide the BSA’s development over the last several 
years. For example, the strong emphasis on commu- 
nication, public policy and education in the 1996 
plan led to the development of a robust BSA website, 
a redesigned and more frequent ChapterLetter, the 
development of a new magazine (ArchitectureBoston), 
a new electronic newsletter (Currents), and a compre- 
hensive K-12 education program (Learning By 
Design in Massachusetts). A more robust legislative 
affairs program and new public relations efforts, both 
of which were mandated by the 1996 plan, have led 
to the development of important relationships with 
Boston-area legislators, journalists and other individ- 
uals who influence and implement public policy. 
Programs such as the Civic Initiative for a Livable 
New England and the 2003 national density confer- 
ence featured BSA members as leaders of regional and 
national smart-growth programs and initiatives. 


In addition, professional practice and education gains 
include a stronger-than-ever Build Boston, more con- 
tinuing education programs, the development of sev- 
eral new networks for design firm administrators and 
staff, and a new mentoring program. The number of 
individuals the BSA engages regularly has increased 
significantly through better communication and a 
commitment to serving the entire building industry. 
A comprehensive study of the BSA community in the 
late 1990s led to the creation of a new Professional 
Affiliate membership category and the restructuring 
of dues rates. Groups such as the BSA’s Women in 
Design Network and the Black Architects Forum 
support a large and diverse population of designers, 
students and industry professionals. An effort to 
engage more younger professionals has resulted in a 
new young architects’ seat on the BSA Board of 
Directors and more interns and younger professionals 
in leadership roles on committees and networks. 

The New Plan 

The new long-range plan adopted in March was 
developed over several months by a dedicated group 
volunteer members and allies. The planning commit- 
tee was chaired by past-president ober Nrown 
IDA, ALA and co-chaired by current president (then 
VP) Brian Healy AIA. 


The plan is organized around six interest areas (pub- 
lic policy, design/research, communications and PR, 
professional practice, membership and governance, 
and education/life-long learning). The plan includes 
goal statements, challenges and opportunities and 
objectives for each interest area. Lists of organization- 
al values, trends in society, and trends in the building 
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industry provide context for the goal statements and 
objectives. The six interest-area goals are: 


Public Policy — The BSA should be a leader on 
issues that have an impact on the built environment 
and should be perceived as a leading authority on and 
advocate of design and a leading resource on design- 
related issues in the public arena. 


Design/Research — The BSA should be a leader in 
design and research by articulating the value of 
design, engaging a wider audience in the conversation 
and supporting research that enriches the understand- 
ing of the impact of design on society and identifies 
opportunities for innovation. 


Communications and PR — Enhancing the per- 
ceived value of design and of the value of hiring 
architects are primary communications/PR goals of 


the BSA. 


Professional Practice — The BSA should be a leader 
in professional practice, support traditional and non- 
traditional design firms of all sizes, and promote fair 
and ethical practices.

Membership and Governance — As a leader in the 
Boston design and construction industry and a leader 
nationally within the AIA, the BSA will continue to 
cultivate a culture of openness and inclusion by 
stressing the value we place on participation in BSA 
activities by everyone in the communities we serve, 
non-members as well as members. 


Education/Life-long Learning — The BSA should 
be a leader in promoting access to architectural edu- 
cation for a diverse population; be a clearinghouse for 
design school information; connect teachers with 
teachers and teachers with learners. The BSA should 
support educators and participate in the ongoing dia- 
logue about the future of design education and 
internship and should encourage and support life- 
long learning and mentorship.
